Letter has been publifh’d here, 

written to Prince Eugene of Sa- 

voy, by John Baptift Anthony 

Marquis de Rofe Provenchere , 
Count of Dammartin, Lord of Frenois, 
Maulain, Doncour &c, late Collonel of a 
Regiment of Foot in the French Service : It 
imports in fubftance, 

‘That the Fidelity and Affection the 
‘French bear to their Soveraign is known 
‘and admir'd by all other Nations ; that for 
‘his own Particular, his Anceftors infus’d 
‘into him with his Blood a Love for the Go- 
‘vernment he was born under; which Af- 
‘fedion no Difgrace could have alter’d, 
‘had thatGovernment continued to be juft- 
‘ly adminiftred ; buc that at prefent all 
‘ its Affairs are manag’d fo diforderly (while 
‘fo few good Generals are employ’d, the 
‘Nobility opprefs'd, the Finances ruin’d, 
and excinguifh’'d,) that- the King- 
‘dom is reduc’d to the extremeft Mifery ; 
‘which is chiefly owing to M. de Cha- 
‘millard who has in a Manner che whole 
‘ Management of Affairs in his own Hands. 
‘That unlimited Power is fometimes a 
‘great Good, but becomes a great Evil, 
‘when the Soveraign puts that extracrdinary 
‘Gift of Heaven into the Hand of 4 Fa- 
“vourite, who in ali he does is' govern’d 
‘by Humour, Paffions, and Ambition, and 
“aims only at advancing himfeif, and en- 
‘tiching his Family, to. keep them from 
"falling back to that obfure Condition 
they were fo lately and fuddenly rais‘d 
fom, That this Minifter does not con- 
cen himfelf to fee Perfons of Quality 
_ that {pend their Eftates in the King’s Service 
_ ¢warded and promoted ; but preferrs fuch 
3 pay Adoration to himfelf as to.an Idol, 
_ While no Man muft hope to advance him- 
_felfby his Merit and Integricy. The Mar- 
duis fays his Family have heen eminent 
France for zoo Yeurs; that thtee 
, Years ago he loft his Father who had 
, pent 68 Years in the King’s Service ; 
_that the Lordihips he inherited from him 
his eldef Son, thew his Eftate to be con- 
i fiderable : Tiiat he himfelf has ferv’d the

, continued fo to do the remaining Part of 
his Life, had not M. Chamillard refolv'd 
© perfecute and ruine him.. He fays that 
c ile the Command of a Regiment of 
~~ M. Chamillard fene him an Order 
- gad by the King, to fell it to one of his 
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* Creatures : He receiv’d this Order at the 
© End of the Campaign in 1705, in which 
he had loft all his Horfes and Baggage, to 
the Value of above 10000 Crowns, for 
which he had no Compenfation ; where- 
upon he made a Journey to Court, to 
make Complaint to the King of the unjutt 
Order he had receiv’d to fell his Regiment, 
but could obtain no Retief; and even the 
Arrears due to him on the Acccunt of his 
Regiment were fequefter’d, fo that he 
was difabied from purchafing the Command 
of a Regiment of Dragoons as he intended: 
Returning cto his Eflatein che Councry, 
he was informd by a Friend chat an Or- 
der was come from Court for fecurirg his 
Perfon and putting him under Confine- 
ment, and that the Reafon of it was 
this; viz. During his Stay at Paris he 
had frequented a Houfe inhabited by a Fa- 
mily of his Acquaintance, that had former- 
ly been Protettants, but had by Force been 
made to turn Roman-Catholicks; it feems 
the Sincerity of their Conveifion was 
doubted, and therefore feveral Hardflhips 
were put upon them; which at leneth 
obiig’d the Father and Mother of that Fa- 
‘mily to contrive to fend their 2 Sons dif 
guis'd out of the Kingdom, and they had 
the good Fortune to get fafe to England ; 
This coming to be known, as alfo thar 
the Parents of the Fugitives were of his 
intimate Acquaintance, M. Chamillard per- 
fwaded the King that he the Marguis, 
(whofe Family had always been Roman- 
Catholicks, ) had advis'd, directed, and aflift- 
ed them in making their Efcape. Upon 
this Information from his Friend, he 
found it necefiary to confult his own 
© Safety, and retird to Bafil in Switzer- 


© land. M. de Chamillard would not fuffer 


‘him quietly to enjoy there the Protection 


© of an independant Repubiick, but gave Di- 


“retion for fome Soldiers of the Garrifon 
‘of Hunningen to attempt to fetch him cut 
© of Bafil, Whercupon he retir’d to Ulm, 
‘and from that City wrore this Letter to 
‘ Prince Eugene, in which he offers his Sere 
“vice to the Emperour, and follicits to be 
‘employ’d in fuch a military Rank as is fuic- 
‘able to what he has formerly held and to 
‘his Birch.
